{n shady transactions in the sale of 
stolen automobiles had practically 
continued a system of boycotting with | 
the result that he had deprived Kauff 
of his means of earning a livelihood.

poisoning vary. |

without possibility of aid be killed. 

Dizziness, headache, weakness. or | 
shortness of breath are danger’ 
signs, and as soon as they appear 
the motor should be stopped and 
fresh air sought at once. Delay 
may mean death, since paralysis 
may prevent escape.

We en- 
courage this, because we think the 
natural mother is the best one for 
the child, and then we think these 
mothers need this ballast to keep 
them steady in the future. We try to 
tind them employment; if possible, 
domestic employment, so. that the 
mother can keep her baby with her. 
This works very well both ways; the 
girl with a child to take care of is 
likely to be a more reliable and ef- 
ficient worker, and where the home 
is large enough, the baby need not 
be m.ch in the way. Of course, we 
do not recommend this arrange- 
ment to people in small apartments. 


Have Arranged Many Weddings. 

“We try, of course, to find the 
man in the case and bring about a 
legal ceremony. We have had many 
weddings here. On the other hand, 
you would be surprised at how many 
women, when the man has been 
found and brought to terms, refuse 
to marry. We do not know that this 
is wise. We urge them to give the 
child at least a name. But one can- 
not but respect the courage with 
which they are willing to take up 
their burden and their fight alone, 
rather than have anything more to 
do with one who has proved himself 
unworthy. 

“Where do they come from. and 
what kinds of girls are they?” she 
responded to another inquiry. “We 
have all kinds. We have giris who 
have gone through the grammar 
school.or high schooL We have one 
college girl here now. And we have 
two or three who cannot read or 
write. One doesn’t know which to 
pity most, the gir! who has had op- 
portunities and lost them or the one 
who never has had any sort of 
chance.”’ she observed.

“A good percentage of them are 
country girls who have come to the 
city to hide.
